On  6 Amendments 

Today  will  be  the  last  day  of 
voting  on  the  six  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendments,  accord- 
ing to  Keith  Martin,  plebescite 
chairman.  The  polls  will  open  at 
8 a.m.  and  close  at  3:30  p.m. 

Polling  places  will  be  set  up 
in  the  Eyring  Science  Center,  the 
Joseph  Smith  Building,  and  the 
McKay  Building.  The  elections 
committee  will  furnish  copies  of 
the  Associated  Students,  Brigham 
Young  University  constitution  to 
enable  voters  to  compare  the 
amendments  with  the  present 
constitution. 

All  proposals  were  approved  by 
the  Legislative  Council  at  a re- 
cent meeting. 

The  first  five  amendment  pro- 
posals concern  a reorganization 
of  the  Legislative  Council. 


Following  his  studies  at  Prince- 
ton, Harrison  plans  to  continue 
research  work.

The  latter  is  an  honorary 
society  for  freshmen  and  sopho- 
mores who  have  a 2.5  or  better 
grade  point  average.  Hobbies  in- 
clude hiking,  swimming  and  col- 
lecting rocks  and  minerals. 

Harrison  is  married  to  the 
former  Janyce  Maxfield,  former- 
ly of  Provo  and  a graduate  of 
BYU  in  elementary  education. 
Harrison’s  father  is  Dr.  Bertrand 
Harrison,  chairfan  of  the  BYU 
botany  dept. 


Physics  Major  Earns  Valedictorian  Honor 

National  Science  Foundation  Fellowship  Winner  to  Study  for  Doctoral  Degree 
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FAREWELL,  MR.  OVESON 


Monday  night  elections  were  held  at  Inter- 
Organizational  Council.  Karl  Snow  was  elected 
president  to  succeed  Dick  Oveson,  who  will  be 
graduated  next  week.  In  its  five  years  IOC  has 
been  a growing  organization.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Oveson  this  year,  it  has  undergone  sev- 
eral changes  and  accomplished  many  things. 
Many  innovations  have  also  been  initiated  by 
Oveson  that  will  not  be  realized  until  next 
year. 

Inter-Organizational  Council  is  composed  of 
the  presidents  of  all  musical,  geographical,  de- 
partmental, religious,  service,  and  social  units. 

Its  purpose  is  to  correlate  the  activities  be- 
tween the  groups,  to  define  and  develop  the 
purpose  of  individual  organizations,  and  to  reg- 
ulate and  assist  organization  functions. 

Under  a revised  organizational  structure, 
IOC  will  coordinate  all  inter-organizational  par- 
ticipation in  university  functions.  In  addition, 
IOC  will  be  better  equipped  to  assist  organiza- 
tions with  their  internal  problems.  In  all  cases 
the  purpose  of  IOC  will  be  assistance  rather 
than  regulation. 

As  Brigham  Young  University  grows,  the 
need  for  group  participation  becomes  more 
acute.  Inter-Organizational  Council  must  meet 
this  problem  by  developing  needed  organiza- 
tions, initiating  added  functions  in  organiza- 
tions that  already  exist,  and  promoting  individ- 
ual interest  in  organizations. 

Inter-Organizational  Council’s  regulatory 
functions  are  centered  in  the  Central  Rushing 
Committee  and  the  Auditing  Committee.  Cen- 
tral Rushing  Committee  supervises  rushing,  ad- 
vises IOC  on  needed  changes  in  rushing  pro- 
cedure and  clears  rushing  complaints.  The 
Auditing  Committee  audits  all  organization 
books,  assists  all  treasurers,  administers  rules 
concerning  fees,  dues,  and  assessments  by  all 
organizations  and  acts  upon  complaints  con- 
cerning organization  debts. 

Other  assistance  will  be  given  by  a sched- 
uling committee,  which  will  coordinate  the  time 
and  place  of  activities;  a committee  on  new  or- 
ganizations, which  will  assist  in  the  inaugur- 
ation of  new  groups;  and  a management  plan- 
ning board,  which  will  assist  organization  presi- 
dents with  management  problems. 

This  year  IOC  held  hearings  on  the  per- 
ennial problem  of  rushing,  and  completed  what 


is  hoped  to  be  a permanent  solution  to  that 
difficulty.  That  plan  has  been  presented  to  the 
administration  for  approval. 

Oveson  also  devised  a plan  for  a student- 
body  court  system  which  will  be  presented  to 
the  Legislative  Council  for  approval  early  next 
year.  This  system  would  include  a revised  Penal 
Court  with  a jury  system  and  studentbody 
Supreme  Court  which  will  interpret  the  con- 
stitution and  act  as  an  appeals  court  to  review 
cases  which  originate  iij  Penal  Court. 

Inter-Organizational  Council  showed  wisdom 
in  electing  officers  who  have  worked  with  these 
problems  this  year,  and  will  probably  add  much 
to  this  year’s  advancement. 

Oveson  presented  a plan  for  reorganization 
of  Legislative  Council  last  year  to  that  body,  but 
it  was  defeated.  However,  the  idea  of  reorgan- 
ization was  not  entirely  lost.  This  year  Jack 
Zenger  headed  a Legislative  Council  reorganiza- 
tion committee  that  picked  up  some  of  the 
ideas,  added  new  ones,  and  several  constitution- 
al amendments  which  provide  for  reorganiza- 
tion of  Legislative  Council  are  before  the  stu- 
dentbody today. 

The  idea  for  a cabinet  to  assist  the  student- 
body  president  was  conceived  by  Oveson. 

Dick  Oveson  has  also  held  many  positions 
at  this  university.  In  addition  to  being  IOC  pres- 
ident, he  has  been  columnist  and  managing 
editor  for  the  Brigham  Young  Universe,  cab- 
inet member,  vice-president  of  Blue  Key  service 
unit,  chairman  of  the  1954-55  student  govern- 
ment investigating  committee,  chief  of  staff  of 
the  AFROTC  unit  with  the  rank  of  cadet  colonel, 
chairman  of  a traffic  committee,  and  Homecom- 
ing committee  member  for  three  years. 

This  man  has  been  a radical.  He  has  con- 
stantly sought  to  reorganize  student  govern- 
ment organs  to  make  their  functions  more  effic- 
ient and  democratically  inclined,  increase  stu- 
dentbody participation  in  government,  and 
create  student  awareness  of  school  govern- 
ment. 

Every  form  of  government  needs  a critic 
to  shake  up  the  coals  in  the  furnace  of  pro- 
gress. Dick  Oveson  has  done  this  with  varying 
degrees  of  success.  Other  men  have  tempered  his 
ideas  at  times  with  practicality,  but  this  uni- 
versity has  profited  from  those  ideas.

Brigham  Young  will  climax  a 
fairly  successful  year  in  sports 
activity  Saturday  when  the  Cou- 
gars’ track  representatives  will 
attempt  to  win  their  first  Sky- 
line Conference  title  since  1936. 

Generally  speaking,  athletics 
were  fine  from  a percentage 
standpoint,  with  the  exception  of 
the  hard-luck  football  team, 
which  won  only  one  of  nine 
games  last  fall.

In  Herd  Milk  Test 

“Craig-Mont  Piebe  Femco,” 
Brigham  Young  University  dairy 
cow,  has  produced  23,445  pounds 
of  milk  and  838  pounds  of  butter- 
fat  during  a 365-day  lactation 
period  starting  at  eight  years 
and  three  months  of  age. 

If  “Femco”  were  to  produce 
at  this  rate  consistently,  during 
her  lifetime  she  would  produce 
enough  milk  to  supply  a family 
three  quarts  daily  for  109  years, 
according  to  Grant  Richards,  ani- 
mal husbandry  department  as- 
sociate professor. 

Word  has  been  received  from 
the  Holstein-Fresian  Association 
of  America  that  “Femco’s”  record 
is  higher  than  any  previously 
established  by  cows  milked  twice 
daily  on  herd  improvement  tests, 
Richards  said. 

Another  cow  in  the  BYU  herd, 
“Mona,”  was  recently  classified 
“excellent,”  the  highest  classifi- 
cation given  by  the  Holstein  As- 
sociation, Richards  said.
